European response mixed to 
new U.S. security demands

LONDON (AP) — Airline 
passengers bound for 
the United States faced a 
hodgepodge of security 
measures across the world 
Monday, but most European 
airports did not appear to be 
following a new U.S. demand 
for increased screening of 
passengers from 14 countries. 
U.S. officials in Washington 
said the new security measures 
would be implemented 
Monday but there were few 
visible changes on the ground 
in Europe, which sends 
thousands of passengers on 
hundreds of daily flights to 
the United States. In addition, 
few if any changes in airline 
procedures were reported in 
the 14 countries named by the 
U.S. as security risks, although 
officials in Saudi Arabia said 
extra security personnel had 
been placed at the airport. 


No changes were seen Monday 
at international airports in 
Syria, Algeria, Libya or 
Lebanon, four other countries 
on the list. 

“Everything is the same, 
there is no extra security,” an 
aviation official in Lebanon 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because he was not 
authorized to speak publicly. 
The changes ordered by 
President Barack Obama’s 
administration followed the 
arrest of a Nigerian man, 
Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, 
who allegedly tried to set off 
an explosive device on a flight 
from Amsterdam to Detroit on 
Christmas Day. Abdulmutallab 
is at a federal prison in Milan, 
Michigan and faces a court 
hearing on Friday. 

The new rules led to long 
security lines in Nigeria at 
Lagos’ Murtala Muhammed 
International Airport, where 
some travelers were told to 


show up more than seven 
hours ahead of their Delta Air 
Lines direct flight to Atlanta. 
“Whatever it takes to keep 
passengers safe, I’m all for 
it,” said Emeka Ojukwu, 46, 
a Nigerian who now lives in 
New York state. “It’s really a 
bad rap for the country. This is 
the last thing Nigeria needs.” 
Asian airports had already 
ratchetedup security following 
the Christmas Day attack, 
but those in South Korea 
and Pakistan took additional 
measures.

Guard, gunman 
dead in Vegas 
building shooting

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A 
gunman opened fire at a 
federal building in downtown 
Las Vegas on Monday, 
killing one court officer and 
wounding a second before he 
was shot to death. 

The gunfire erupted moments 
after 8 a.m. at the start of 
the work week and lasted 
for several minutes. Shots 
echoed around tall buildings 
in the area, more than a mile 
north of the Las Vegas Strip. 
An Associated Press reporter 
on the eighth floor of a high- 
rise building within sight of 
the building heard a sustained 
barrage of gunfire.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
third uninvited guest made 
his way into the White House 
state dinner for Indian Prime 
Minister Manmohan Singh in 
November, the Secret Service 


said Monday. 

As the Secret Service was 
reviewing how an attention- 
hungry couple — Tareq and 
Michaele Salahi — got into 
the dinner without being on the 
guest list, officials discovered 
that a third person made it

through security without an 
invitation as well. The Secret 
Service said the man — whom 
they would not identify — did 
not get close to the president 
or the first lady. 

The Secret Service is 
investigating the Salahis, 
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and the Justice Department 
is looking into whether they 
broke any laws. The Secret 
Service said the other man 
they just learned of is now 
under investigation as well. 
The man traveled to the White 
House from the hotel where 
the Indian delegation was 
staying. The Secret Service 
said the man arrived with 
members of that delegation. 
But he was not in the Secret 
Service’s database of people 
prescreened and approved 
to attend the event. Part of 
the security screening is a 
criminal background check 
that the Secret Service does 
before a guest enters the White 
House. The Salahis and the 
man traveling with the Indian 
delegation did not go through 
that background check. 

But the Secret Service said all 
three uninvited guests went 
through other screening, such 
as metal detectors, before the 
event. 

The man is a U.S. citizen and 
was with a group of Indian 
business leaders before the 
state dinner, according to a 
State Department official 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
official was not authorized 
to speak publicly about the 


investigation. The Indian 
embassy asked the State 
Department to transport the 
group to the White House 
dinner, the official said, adding 
that it’s rare for the agency 
to provide these services 
to delegations visiting the 
United States in a nonofficial 
capacity. 

State Department spokesman 
Ian Kelly said the agency has 
reviewed the incident and 
already made changes for how 
it handles foreign delegations. 
Subpoenas have been issued 
for the Salahis to testify 
before Congress on the Nov. 
24 incident. Through their 
attorney, the Salahis have said 
they will invoke their U.S. 
constitutional right to refuse 
to testify against themselves. 
Three uniformed Secret 
Service officers have been 
put on administrative leave 
because of the security breach. 
President Barack Obama 
acknowledged that the system 
did not work as it should have, 
but he said the episode hasn’t 
shaken his confidence in his 
protectors. 

Secret Service Director Mark 
Sullivan has said the security 
breach is his agency’s fault but 
that the president was never at 
risk.Q 


Sen. John Kerry undergoing 
second hip replacement 


BOSTON - Sen. John Kerry returned to Massachusetts General 
Hospital on Monday for a second hip replacement by the doctor 
who replaced his right hip in August. 

Kerry spokesman David Wade told The Associated Press that 
Dr. Dennis Burke achieved such good results the first time that 
Kerry decided to have his left hip replaced. In both cases, the 
joints had become arthritic and inflexible from age and athletic 
activity. 

The surgery lasted several hours before Kerry was moved to 
a hospital room. He will remain several days before being 
discharged and beginning outpatient rehabilitation. 

The 66-year-old Kerry decided to have the operation just after 
the holiday season to ensure “he’d be back on his feet for the 
legislative period later this month,” Wade said. 

That could include a vote on a national health care plan 
that will require support from all 60 Democratic senators 
— including Kerry — to pass the Senate. The senior senator 
from Massachusetts is also scheduled to welcome a new junior 
colleague after Jan. 19, when his home state holds a special 
election to replace the late Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. He died 
Aug. 25 of brain cancer. 

Fellow Democrat Martha Coakley, the state’s attorney general, 
has led in polls over her Republican rival, state Sen. Scott Brown, 
and an independent candidate, Libertarian Joseph L. Kennedy. 
He is unrelated to Kennedy’s famed political family.Q 
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Census Bureau kicks off once-a-decade head count

WASHINGTON - The Census 
Bureau kicks off its $300 
million campaign Monday 
to prod, coax and cajole the 
nation’s more than 300 million 
residents to fill out their once- 
a-decade census forms. 

The bureau will mail out the 
10-question forms to about 
120 million households in 
March. 

On Monday, Census Director 
Robert Groves starts the 
nationwide campaign with an 
event in New York City where 
he is scheduled to unveil a 
46-foot trailer called “Mail It 
Back.” In all, 13 vehicles are to 
be present at about 800 events 
around the country, from small 
community happenings to the 
Super Bowl and the NCAA 
Final Four. 

“The whole purpose is to reach 
out to people at local events,” 
Groves said. 

Residents can expect to receive 
letters in early March notifying 
them that census forms will 
arrive between March 15-17. 
Residents who don’t respond 
will get a follow-up postcard. 
Those who still don’t respond 
can expect a visit from a 
census taker by early May. 

In 2000, about 67 percent of 
households mailed back their 
forms, ending a three decade 
decline in the response rate. 
Follow-up visits are expensive. 
For every percentage point 
decrease in the response rate, 
the Census Bureau says it costs 
an additional $85 million to 
find and count those people. 
The Constitution requires the 
head count every 10 years to 
draw congressional districts 
and to dole out Electoral 
College votes to the states. 
Congress uses the count to 
distribute more than $400 
billion each year in federal 


aid to state, local and tribal 
governments. 

Census data is used by 
government agencies and 
private companies alike, 
to locate pools of skilled 
workers, determine where 
schools and hospitals should 
be placed and to trace victims 
of natural disasters. In the 
Gulf Coast region, this year’s 
census will provide the most 
accurate measure to date 
of how Hurricanes Katrina 
and Rita affected population 
trends. 

“There’s political power 
involved because of the 
Constitution,” Groves said. 
“There’s money involved as 
well.” 

The 10-question form is one 
of the shortest in the history 
of the census. Residents will 
be asked the number of people 
living in each household as 
well as their age, race and 
whether they own their home 
or rent. Other questions — on 
income, education levels and 
other characteristics — are 
addressed in the annual 
American Community Survey, 
which has been phased in over 
much of the past decade. 

The Census Bureau faces 
special challenges locating 
residents because of the high 
number of foreclosures, as 
well as immigrants wary of 
government workers amid 
a crackdown on illegal 
immigration. Census officials 
emphasize that responses are 
confidential by law, meaning 
they cannot be shared with 
other federal agencies or 
law enforcement. Under the 
Constitution, the government 
is required to count everyone, 
regardless of their immigration 
or citizenship status. 
Advocates have urged the 
Commerce Department, which 
oversees the Census Bureau, to 
improve outreach to minority 


communities, which are 
typically undercounted. 
This year, about 13 million 
forms in both English and 
Spanish will be sent to areas 
with high concentrations 
of people who speak 
Spanish. Residents can also 
request forms in Chinese, 
Vietnamese, Korean and 
Russian. 

“I don’t think you can 
ever do enough,” Groves 
said. “What we are doing, 
I think, is something to be 
proud of.” 

In 2000, the Census 
Bureau noted for the first 
time an overcount of 1.3 
million people, mostly 
from duplicate counts of 
more affluent whites with

Stall quits alter Ala. congressman switches to GOP

WASHINGTON - All but one 
of the Washington staffers for 
Rep. Parker Griffith resigned 
on Monday in protest of the 
Alabama congre s sman ’ s 

decision to switch from the 
Democratic to the Republican 
Party. 

In a sharply worded statement, 
Griffith’s former chief of 
staff, Sharon Wheeler, called 
the freshman congressman’s 
switch a “mistake” that goes 
against the interests of his 
district, which relies heavily 
on federal funding for defense 
and aerospace jobs. 

“We cannot in good 
conscience continue working 
for him,” Wheeler said. “We 
do not know what the future 
holds, but we are taking a 
leap of faith with the belief 
we will soon find ourselves in 
the employment of principled 
public officials.” 

Griffith’s legislative aides, 
interns and other junior staffers 
also quit, joining his former 
spokesman, Sean Magers, 


who had already announced he 
was leaving. The resignations 
left Griffith with just one 
staffer in his Washington 
office, a scheduler. A handful 
of employees remained at his 
district offices in Alabama, 
said Gene Tackett, his district 
director. 

In a statement, Griffith 
said the resignations were 
expected. He said all of his 
offices remain open and that 
he is confident he can fill the 
vacancies by Jan. 12, when 
Congress reconvenes after the 
holidays. 

“It is an unfortunate fact that 
any time a change like this 
occurs partisanship becomes 
an issue as it has in this 
case,” Griffith said. “The staff 
members who have resigned 
have served this district 
diligently and I wish them well 
in their future endeavors.” 
Griffith, a former state senator, 
narrowly won the seat last 
year and announced his party 
switch on Dec. 22, saying he 
could no longer support the 
Democratic agenda on health

Associated Press 
care and other issues.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The suicide bomber 
who killed eight people inside a CIA base in 
Afghanistan was a Jordan-born terrorist double 
agent who was invited to the base because he 
claimed to have information targeting Osama 
bin Laden’s second-in-command, a former 
senior U.S. intelligence official and a foreign 
government official confirmed Monday 
The bombing killed seven CIA employees 
— four officers and three contracted security 
guards — and a Jordanian intelligence officer, 
Ali bin Zaid, according to a second former 
U.S. intelligence official. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity because they were 
not authorized to discuss the incident. 

The former senior intelligence official and the 
foreign official said the bomber was Humam 
Khalil Abu-Mulal al-Balawi, a 36-year old 
doctor from Zarqa, Jordan, who had been 
recruited by Jordanian intelligence. Zarqa is the 
hometown of slain al-Qaida in Iraq leader Abu 
Musab al-Zarqawi. NBC News first reported 
the bomber’s identity. 

He was arrested more than a year ago by 
Jordanian intelligence and was thought to have 
been persuaded to support U.S. and Jordanian 
efforts against al-Qaida, according to the NBC 
report. He was invited to Camp Chapman, a 
tightly secured CIA forward base in Khost 
province on the fractious Afghan-Pakistan 
frontier, because he was offering urgent 
information to track down Ayman al-Zawahri, 
Osama bin Laden’s right-hand man. 

The CIA declined to comment on the report. 
Hajj Yacoub, a self-proclaimed spokesman for 
the Taliban in Pakistan, identified the bomber 
on Muslim militant Web sites as Hammam 
Khalil Mohammed, also known as Abu-Dujana 
al-Khurasani. There was no independent 
confirmation of Yacoub’s statement. 

Al-Balawi was not searched for bombs when 
he got onto Camp Chapman, according to 
both former officials and a current intelligence 
official. 

He detonated the explosive shortly after his 
debriefing began, according to one of the 
former intelligence officials. In addition to the 
eight dead, there were at least six wounded, 
according to the CIA. 

The former senior intelligence official said one 


of the big unanswered questions is why so many 
people were present for the debriefing — the 
interview of the source — when the explosive 
was detonated. 

A half-dozen former CIA officers told The 
Associated Press that in most cases, only one or 
two agency officers would typically meet with 
a possible informant along with an interpreter. 
Such small meetings would normally be used 
to limit the danger and the possible exposure of 
the identities of both officers and informants. 
An online jihadist magazine in September 2009 
posted an interview with al-Balawi, according 
to SITE Monitoring Service, a terrorist watch 
group that reads and translates messages on 
extremist forums. 

SITE said Monday that al-Balawi used his 
pseudonym — identified as Khorsani — in 
the postings, describing how he rose through 
the ranks of online jihadist forums. He said he 
went to Afghanistan to fight, and he exhorted 
others to do violence. 

“No words are more eloquent than those proven 
by acts, so that if that Muslim survives, he will 
be one who proves his words with acts. If he 
dies in the Cause of Allah, he will grant his 
words glory that will be permanent marks on 
the path to guide to jihad, with permission from 
Allah,” al-Balawi wrote, according to SITE’S 
translation. 

A Jordanian government official, who was 
not authorized to speak to the press, said the 
Jordanian government has no connection to 
the bomber. The official said the Jordanian 
government had not verified whether the 
bomber was Jordanian. 

The Taliban’s Yacoub said the Jordanian 
intelligence officer, bin Zaid, was helping 
the CIA recruit agents to spy on al-Qaida in 
Afghanistan. Bin Zaid allegedly recruited the 
suicide bomber. 

Jordan’s state news agency Petra identified 
bin Zaid as an army officer on a humanitarian 
mission in Afghanistan. It said he was killed 
Wednesday evening “as a martyr while 
performing the sacred duty of the Jordanian 
forces in Afghanistan.” It did not provide other 
details. 

The Jordanian military released a brief 
statement acknowledging bin Zaid had been 
killed in Afghanistan, but it did not mention 
he was working with Jordanian intelligence or 
cooperating with the CIA.Q

A passer-by said he counted at 
least 40 shots. 

“The first shot that I heard 
was a shotgun blast. I knew 
it wasn’t fireworks,” said Ray 
Freres, 59, a sandwich shop 
manager and Vietnam veteran 
who said he was behind the 
federal court building at the 
time. 

“I heard an exchange of 
gunfire. I was watching the 
street,” Freres told the AR “If 
they were coming my way, I 
was going the other way.” 

The U.S. Marshals Service 
said the victims included a 48- 
year-old deputy U.S. marshal 
who was hospitalized and a 
65-year-old court security 
officer who died. 

U.S. Sen. John Ensign, a 
Nevada Republican, told 
reporters it appeared the 
gunman acted alone and the 
shooting was not a terrorist 
act. 

“Right now they have no 
motive established,” Ensign 
told a news conference outside 
the building. “Bottom line is, 


he didn’t get past security.” 
Chief Deputy U.S. Marshal 
Roxanna Lea Irwin also said 
authorities believe the shooter 
acted alone. 

FBI Special Agent Joseph 
Dickey said the gunman 
died across the street shortly 
after the shootout. The man’s 
identity and motive were 
not immediately known. His 
body remained for several 
hours in front of the restored 
historic Fifth Street School, 
a sprawling white stucco 
campus that dates to 1936 and 
was recently renovated. 

John Clark, director of 
the Marshals Service 
in Washington, did not 
immediately identify the 
officers, but called them 
heroes. 

“The brave and immediate 
actions of these two individuals 
saved lives by stopping the 
threat of a reckless and callous 
gunman,” Clark said in a 
statement. 

Bullet holes marked the 
entrance of the eight-story 
modem federal building, 
which was locked down after 


the shootout. After police 
arrived, paramedics helped 
two people out and down a 
ramp to ambulances. 

A helicopter view showed 
heavily armed officers in flak 
jackets scouring the federal 
building’s roof. Shortly 
afterward, employees in small 
groups were escorted by armed 
officers to the auditorium of 
the Las Vegas Academy, a 
school three blocks away. 
Dickey called the building 
evacuation “standard 

procedure” in such an 
incident. 

The gunfire empted as 
downtown was busy with 
office workers and jurors 
reporting for duty, both at the 
federal building and the 16- 
story Regional Justice Center, 
which houses state and local 
courts two blocks away. 

The state courthouse was 
evacuated as a precaution 
and closed for the day, 
court spokesman Michael 
Sommermeyer said. 

Las Vegaspolice spokeswoman 
Barbara Morgan said the 
shooter had been shot in 


the head. “It looks like he 
went in there and just started 
unloading,” Morgan said. 

The Lloyd D. George U.S. 
Courthouse and Federal 
Building opened in 2002 and 
is named for a longtime senior 
federal judge who still hears 
cases. It has federal courts 
covering Nevada and offices 
for federal officials including 


Ensign and fellow U.S. Sen. 
Harry Reid. Neither was 
in the building at the time, 
authorities said. 

The stmcture was touted as 
the first federal building built 
to comply with blast resistance 
requirements following the 
1995 bombing of the Alfred 
P. Murrah Federal Building in 
downtown Oklahoma City.Q 


letters prompt aothrax scares across Alabama

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. - Envelopes containing white 
powder set off anthrax scares in five Alabama cities, 
shutting down two federal courthouses Monday and 
trapping a congressman in his office as authorities 
tested the substance. 

No one was injured, and investigators said at least 
five of the letters — all sent to the offices of senators 
or congressmen — were believed to be from the 
same source. 

None of the letters tested positive for anthrax or 
other hazardous substances, but officials didn’t 
immediately say what they contained. 

Authorities said letters containing white powder were 
sent to the Mobile and Foley offices of Republican 
Rep. Jo Bonner, who was forced to remain with 
staffers in the Mobile office while officials tested the 


substance. 

“Each letter contained a small bag with a white 
powdery substance, and neither of these bags were 
opened,” said Mike Lewis, a spokesman for Bonner. 
The FBI and U.S. Postal Inspection Service said 
letters also were sent to the offices of U.S. Rep. Mike 
Rogers and U.S. Sens. Jeff Sessions and Richard 
Shelby in Montgomery. FBI spokeswoman Angela 
Tobon said all the letters sent to the lawmakers’ 
offices appeared to be from a common source. 

Two more letters were sent to the federal courthouse 
in Anniston, and another letter was found at a federal 
courthouse in Birmingham, where an employee 
doing extra work found the first envelope Sunday at 
the Robert Vance Federal Building. 

“It wasn’t anything that was dangerous,” said Dr. 
Donald Williamson, head of the Alabama Department 
of Public Health. 


With the Vance building already closed through 
Wednesday as a precaution, authorities were called 
to the federal courthouse in Anniston on Monday 
morning after mysterious powder was found in an 
office there, prompting another shutdown. 

“We did sample it and test it, and it came back 
negative for a hazardous material,” said Anniston 
Fire Chief Bill Fincher. 

Foley Fire Chief Joey Darby said the letter found 
at Bonner’s office there tested positive for “a very 
common household product,” but he wouldn’t 
elaborate. The letter apparently was delivered last 
Thursday and sat unopened during the long New 
Year’s holiday weekend. 

“From what we are hearing that’s consistent with 
some of the other cases,” he said. 

Williamson said tests would be conducted to 
determine the exact nature of the powder. Q

Airport was using 15 full- 
body scanners on flights to 
the U.S. and Dutch officials 
announced Monday they will 
buy 60 more scanners. In 
Oslo, U.S.-bound passengers 
had to show their passports 
and boarding passes twice at 
the gate, get their carry-ons 


searched and go through full 
body pat-downs. 

Yet other European nations 
were still studying the new 
U.S. rules. 

In Britain, a spokesman for the 
Department of Transportation 
said he was still trying 
to decipher its practical 
implications. He refused 
to give his name due to the 
sensitivity of the subject. 

His comments were echoed by 
officials in Germany, France 
and Switzerland, who said no 
new measures had been taken 
since airport security was 
increased following the failed 
Christmas Day attack. 

French airport officials 
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said the changes will not 
be implemented until they 
are ordered by the French 
government. 

In Spain, U.S.-bound 
passengers from countries on 
the new watch list were not 
being singled out for body 
frisks, a security official 
admitted, speaking on 
condition on anonymity in 
line with agency rules. 

At London’s busy Heathrow 
Airport, management 

consultant James MacDonald 
said before boarding a flight 
to Denver that he would 
not mind an extra wait if it 
enhanced flight security. 

“I canunderstand why ifyou’re 
from Pakistan or whatever it 
would make it even worse,” 
said MacDonald, a 52-year- 
old American. “On the other 
hand, if it’s a question of 
safety, I really don’t see any 
argument there.” 

U.S. authorities said as of 
Monday anyone traveling from 
or through nations regarded 
as state sponsors of terrorism 
— as well as “other countries 
of interest” — will be required 
to go through enhanced 
screening. The Transportation 
Security Administration said 
those techniques included full- 
body pat-downs, carry-on bag 
searches, full-body scanning 
and explosive detection 
technology. 

The U.S. State Department lists 
Cuba, Iran, Sudan and Syria 
as state sponsors of terrorism. 
The U.S. said other countries 
whose passengers should face 
enhanced screening include 
Afghanistan, Algeria, Iraq, 
Lebanon, Libya, Nigeria, 


Pakistan, Saudi Arabia, 
Somalia and Yemen. 

Nationals from those countries 
already require a visa to enter 
the United States. 

Iraq’s international airport 
in Baghdad already has 
extremely tight security, with 
dogs sniffing luggage and 
passengers getting patted even 
down before they can enter 
the airport. 

In Nigeria, a minister said the 
government would perform 
whatever security checks the 
U.S. government requested. 

“It is for the good of everybody 
that everybody is searched 
thoroughly,” Information 
Minister Dora Akunyili said. 
But she questioned Nigeria’s 
inclusion on the list, saying 
Abdulmutallab had lived and 
studied abroad for years. 

“It is unfair to discriminate 
against 150 million Nigerians 
over the behavior of one 
person,” Akunyili said. “It is 
outside of the shores of this 
country that he developed this 
nasty tendency to do what he 
tried to do.” 

Chris Doyle, director of the 
Council for Arab-British 
Understanding, said the extra 
U.S. security demands could 
further alienate travelers from 
Muslim countries. 

“There is already concern 
amongst Arabs and Muslims 
who feel they are being 
targeted at airports,” he said. 
At Heathrow, Hamid 
Darizadeh, a Briton of Iranian 
origin, said the new restrictions 
would unfairly penalize a huge 
swath of people and added that 
Iranians already received extra 
attention when traveling. 
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“By doing this, you basically 
turn someone into a suspect 
just because they have the 
wrong color passport,” he 
said, smoking outside the 
Terminal 3 building. 

There is no European-wide 
consensus yet on the need for 
full-body scanners — which 
are being sought in Britain 
by Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown—but European Union 
officials said the issue will be 
raised at a special security 
meeting soon. 

Sometravelersthoughtprivacy 
concerns about full-body 
scanners were overrated. 
“Privacy can be easily 
sacrificed in the name of 
security,” said Mauro Forno, 
a 46-year-old tourist who 
flew into Rome from Genoa 
with his family. “Nudity is not 
a problem for anybody at the 
beach.” 

The world’s airline pilots 
welcomed the new security 
measures demanded by the 
U.S., noting that they had not 
created massive flight delays 
like those seen after the 9/11 
attacks. 

“We want the bad guys kept 
away from airplanes,” said 
Gideon Ewers, spokesman for 
the International Federation 
of Airline Pilots’ Associations 
(IFALPA). “We firmly as 
believe that intelligence 
gathering and interdiction of 
potential terrorists is the way 
to protect aircraft and the 
flying public.” 

The Israel Airports Authority 
declined to discuss security 
arrangements at Ben- 
Gurion International airport, 
considered one of the safest in 
the world. 

In Jordan, a key U.S. ally, an 
official at Amman’s Queen 
Alia International Airport said 
“enhanced techniques” were 
being applied, especially in 
screening passengers bound 
for the United States. He 
declined to elaborate. 

U.S.-bound passengers had to 
go through additional security 
before boarding flights in 
Seoul, and officials there 
compiled lists of “suspicious” 
passengers to monitor based 
on their nationalities, travel 
patterns and ticket purchases. 
Pakistan’s national airline said 
it began intensifying security 
checks Jan. 1 for U.S.-bound 
passengers, including full 
body searches, even though 
Pakistan has no direct flights 
to the United States. □ 
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Dubai opens half-mile-high tower, world’s tallest

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates 
(AP) — Dubai opened the 
world’s tallest skyscraper 
Monday in a blaze of 
fireworks, then added a final 
flourish: It renamed the tower 
for the head of neighboring 
Abu Dhabi, whose billions 
bailed out Dubai amid last 
year’s financial crisis. 

Long known as Burj Dubai 

— Arabic for “Dubai Tower” 

— the building rises 2,717 feet 
(828 meters) from the desert. 
The $1.5 billion “vertical 
city” of luxury apartments and 
offices and a hotel designed 
by Giorgio Armani also plans 
to have the world’s highest 
mosque (158th floor) and 
swimming pool (76th floor). 
Its backers wanted the 
skyscraper to be a monument 
to the boundless, can-do 
spirit of Dubai — one of a 
federation of seven small 
sheikdoms that make up the 
United Arab Emirates — but 
the timing could not be worse. 
Property prices in parts of 
Dubai collapsed by nearly half 
in the past year, the result of 
easy credit and overbuilding 
during a real estate bubble 
that has since burst. 

Riding to the rescue was Sheik 
Khalifa bin Zayed A1 Nahyan, 
the ruler of oil-rich neighbor 
Abu Dhabi, which pumped 
tens of billions of dollars into 
Dubai last year as it struggled 
to pay enormous debts. 

As officials opened the 
tapering metal-and-glass 
spire with fireworks and 
multicolored lights, they 
unexpectedly announced 
it would be renamed Burj 
Khalifa, to honor the Abu 
Dhabi leader who is also 
president of the UAE. 
Thousands of cheering, 
clapping spectators watched 
as a tally projected on huge 
screens at the opening 
ceremony revealed the 
tower’s most closely guarded 
secret — its height of 2,717 
feet. That made it more than 
1,000 feet higher than the 
skyscraper known as Taipei 
101 in Taiwan, which at 1,667 
feet had been the world’s 
tallest since 2004. 

The tallest building in the 
United States, the Willis 
Tower in Chicago, comes 


in at 1,451 feet. Before they 
were destroyed in the Sept, 11, 
2001, attacks, the World Trade 
Center towers both topped 
1,360 feet. The Freedom 
Tower being planned for the 
site will measure 1,776 feet, 
with completion estimated in 
2013. 

The exact number of floors for 
the Burj Khalifa is not known, 
and could reflect how the 
developer chose to calculate 
the total. 

Mohammed Alabbar, 

chairman of the tower’s 
developer Emaar Properties, 
initially said Monday it had 
“more than 200” stories, 
but he later backtracked to 
more than 165 inhabitable 
floors, given its tapered top. 
Promotional materials sent 
before the tower’s opening 
said it contained 160 stories. 
Developers say they are 
confident in the safety of the 
tower, which is nearly twice 
the height of New York’s 
Empire State Building. 

Greg Sang, Emaar’s director 
of projects, said the Burj 
Khalifa has “refuge floors” at 
25 to 30 story intervals that are 
more fire resistant and have 
separate air supplies in case 
of emergency. Its reinforced 
concrete structure, he said, 
makes it stronger than steel- 
frame skyscrapers. 

“A plane won’t be able to slice 
through the Burj like it did 
through the steel columns of 
the World Trade Center,” he 
said. 


Dubai has not been a target of 
terrorist attacks or threats that 
have been made public. 

The tower was designed by 
Chicago-based Skidmore, 
Owings & Merrill, which 
has a long track record in 
engineering some of the 
world’s tallest buildings, 
including the Willis Tower. 
Ahmed Elghazouli, a professor 
of structural engineering at 
Imperial College London who 
was not involved with the 
Burj’s construction, said such 
groundbreaking buildings 
typically employ some of the 
world’s best engineers, and go 
through more rigorous testing 
and require more studies 
during design than standard 
towers. 

“I have no doubt that it has been 
looked after very well in terms 
of design and construction,” 
he said when asked about the 
building’s safety. “I would 
be much more comfortable 
getting into a building like 
this knowing that so much 
background work has gone 
into it.” 

Dubai was little more than 
a sleepy fishing village a 
generation ago, but it boomed 
into the Middle East’s 
commercial hub in the past 
two decades on the back of 
business-friendly trading 
policies, relative security, 
and vast amounts of overseas 
investment. 

With little oil of its own, Dubai 
relied on cheap loans to pump 
up its international clout during

the frenzied boom years. 

But like many overextended 
homeowners, the emirate and 
its state-backed companies 
borrowed too heavily and 
then struggled to keep up 
with payments as the financial 
crisis intensified and credit 
markets froze up. 

The sheikdom shocked global 
markets last year when it 
unexpectedly announced 
plans to reorganize its main 
state-run conglomerate Dubai 
World and sought new terms 
in repaying some $26 billion 
in debt. It got some aid from 
Abu Dhabi’s bailouts. 

Dubai’s hereditary ruler, 
Sheik Mohammed bin Rashid 
A1 Maktoum, in recent months 
has increasingly spoken of the 
close relationship between 
the two emirates, declaring 
in November that “Dubai and 
Abu Dhabi are one” and will 
“be there for each other.” Sheik 
Mohammed serves as vice 
president and prime minister 
of the UAE federation. 
Analysts had questioned what 
Dubai might need to offer in 
exchange for the financial 
support it received from Abu 
Dhabi, which controls nearly 
all of the UAE’s oil wealth. 
Abu Dhabi provided $25 
billion last year as Dubai’s 
debt problems deepened. 

“It’s really quite remarkable to 
have to name your biggest and 
most memorable landmark 
after the living monarch of a 
neighboring emirate,” said 
Christopher Davidson, a 


professor at the University 
of Durham who has written 
extensively about the UAE. 
Burj developer Emaar is also 
partly owned by the Dubai 
government, but is not part of 
struggling Dubai World, which 
has investments ranging from 
Dubai’s manmade islands and 
seaports to luxury retailer 
Barneys New York and the 
ocean liner Queen Elizabeth 
2 . 

Emaar’s Alabbar said the 
landmark Burj is 90 percent 
sold in a mix of residential 
units, offices and other space, 
offering a counterpoint to 
Dubai’s financial woes. 

At their peak, some apartments 
in the Burj were selling for 
more than $1,900 per square 
foot, although they now can 
go for less than half that, said 
Heather Wipperman Amiji, 
chief executive of Dubai real 
estate consultancy Investment 
Boutique. 

Amiji said some buyers may 
struggle to find tenants at 
going rates once the tower’s 
expected high service charges 
are factored in. 

The building ranks as the 
world’s tallest structure, 
beating out a television mast 
in North Dakota. 

Early designs for the Burj had 
it edging out Taipei 101 by 
about 33 feet, said Bill Baker, 
the building’s structural 
engineer. 

“We weren’t sure how high 
we could go,” said Baker, of 
Skidmore, Owings & Merrill. 
“It was kind of an exploration 
...a learning experience.” 
Work began in 2004 and 
moved rapidly. At times, new 
floors were being added almost 
every three days. During the 
busiest construction periods, 
some 12,000 people worked at 
the tower each day, according 
to Emaar. Low-wage migrant 
workers from the Indian 
subcontinent provided much 
of the muscle. 

The Burj is the centerpiece of 
a 500-acre development that 
officials hope will become 
a new central residential 
and commercial district in 
this sprawling and often 
disconnected city. It is flanked 
by dozens of smaller but new 
skyscrapers and the Middle 
East’s largest shopping 
malQ

KABUL - A roadside 
bombing killed four U.S. 
service members — the first 
American combat deaths ofthe 
year in Afghanistan — while 
a British soldier died during 
a foot patrol elsewhere in the 
volatile south of the country, 
officials said Monday. 

A statement from NATO’s 
International Security 

Assistance Force said the 
explosion that killed the U.S. 


service members took place 
Sunday in the south, but did 
not give further details on 
the location or the victims’ 
branch of service. 

Afghan insurgents are 
increasingly turning to 
improvised explosive devices 
in their fight against Afghan 
and international forces. Of 
the 304 U.S. military deaths 
in Afghanistan last year, 
129 were caused by IEDs, 
according to a tally by The 
Associated Press. 


Afghan attacks kill four 
II.S. troops, British soldier 


The deaths are the first U.S. 
fatalities from hostile action 
in Afghanistan this year. One 
U.S. service member died of 
noncombat causes so far in 
2010. 

The British soldier died while 
on foot patrol Sunday in 
Helmand province, the British 
Ministry of Defense said. 

The Afghan Defense 
Ministry said its soldiers 
killed 10 Taliban fighters in 
battles Sunday in northern 
Kunduz province’s Imam 
Sahib district, which borders 
Tajikistan. One soldier was 
wounded in the clash. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai on Monday ordered 
parliament to postpone its 
winter recess until a new 
list of Cabinet nominees is 
announced, following last 
week’s stinging rejection of 
most of his choices. 

The rejection by lawmakers 
of 17 of 24 nominees was 
a surprising slap and an 
obstacle to Karzai getting his 
second term in office into full 


operation and focusing on 
badly needed reforms. 

Karzai’s credibility both 
at home and abroad was 
shaken by the fraud-plagued 
presidential elections in 
August. 

In the vote on the Cabinet 
nominees Saturday, 

lawmakers rejected nominees 
viewed as Karzai’s political 
cronies, those believed to 
be under the influence of 
warlords and others deemed 
unqualified. The parliament 
did approve his retention 
of incumbents in the key 
portfolios of defense, interior 
and finance. 

The order, under a 
constitutional provision that 
allows the president to call 
extraordinary sessions of 
parliament, states that Karzai 
will introduce a new slate of 
Cabinet nominees within a 
few days. Karzai clearly hopes 
to have a full government 
in place before the Jan. 28 
international conference in 
London on Afghanistan. 


Also Monday, NATO said 
a joint Afghan-international 
force discovered a huge 
cache of marijuana and 
turned it over to police for 
destruction. NATO said 
the cache contained up to 
28,000 cubic feet (800 cubic 
meters) of marijuana — the 
equivalent of about seven 
standard semitrailers. 

As the U.S. and other Western 
nations have tried to help 
Afghanistan stamp out its 
poppy fields — the country 
is the world’s leading opium 
producer — an increasing 
number of farmers have 
turned to marijuana, which is 
receiving less attention from 
authorities. 

The Interior Ministry said 256 
pounds (106 kilograms) of 
heroin were seized Sunday in 
an operation in Badakhshan 
province, and 4,100 pounds 
(1,900 kilograms ) of opium 
were incinerated Sunday in 
Helmand province in a joint 
operation of countemarcotics 
police and U.S. Marines.Q

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Seoul burled In heaviest snowfall In 70 years

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — Seoul 
residents slogged through the heaviest 
snowfall in modern Korean history 
after a winter storm dumped more than 
11 inches (28 centimeters) Monday, 
forcing airports to cancel flights and 
paralyzing traffic in South Korea’s 
bustling capital. 

The snow and icy roads snarled traffic 
in and out of Seoul, and at least three 
people died in traffic accidents. Many 
commuters squeezed into packed 
subways to get to work, and a Cabinet 
meeting was delayed because ministers 
were stuck in traffic. 

The snowfall, which continued through 
Monday afternoon, was the heaviest 
in a single day since Korea began 
conducting meteorological surveys in 
1937, the state weather agency said. 
Gimpo International Airport in western 
Seoul canceled 224 flights before 
resuming service Monday afternoon 
when the snowfall stopped, airport 
official Choi Choon-ja said. 

More than 20 flights between Incheon 
International Airport, just west of 
Seoul, to cities in China also coping 
with snowfall were canceled. More 
than 100 flights to other regions were 
delayed, Incheon airport official Kang 
Soo-kyung said. 

In southern South Korea, three people 
were killed in a traffic accident blamed 
on icy roads, according to the Yonhap 
news agency. However, officials said 
no deaths or serious property damage 
was directly related to the heavy 


snowfall. 

About 3,600 workers and 5,000 soldiers 
were mobilized to clear the snow in 
Seoul and surrounding Gyeonggi 
Province, officials said. 

The snow and freezing temperatures 
didn’t stop 50-year-old Park Hee-soon 
from delivering milk and yogurt to 
homes and offices in western Seoul. 
However, Park — trudging through 
the streets in her regular yellow 
uniform — said the snow and ice were 
dangerous. 

“I slipped on streets several times 
today, and my back hurts because of 
that,” she said. 

The snow forced American figure skater 
Michelle Kwan to cancel appearances 
in South Korea on Monday. The five¬ 
time world champion, visiting the 
country as goodwill ambassador for 
the U.S. State Department, had been 
slated to give a master class to South 
Korean figure skaters. 

She is scheduled to meet with students, 
U.S. soldiers and participate in a 
Special Olympics event this week, 
U.S. Embassy officials said. 

Beijing also was digging out Monday 
from a weekend winter storm. 

More than 3 inches (7.6 centimeters) 
of snow accumulated in the city 
center Sunday, according to China’s 
National Meteorological Center. State 
media called it the highest snowfall in 
the capital in a single day in January 
since 1951. Upward of 8 inches (20 
centimeters) was recorded in the 
suburbs of Changping near the Great 
Wall of China. 


Hundreds of flights from Beijing were 
canceled or delayed Sunday because 
of the snowfall. 

Primary and middle schools were 
closed in Beijing and the nearby port of 
Tianjin, and with snow plows in short 
supply, more than 300,000 people were 
assigned to clear snow in the capital 
with shovels, scrapers and brooms. 
Heavy snow also blanketed Sapporo 
on the northern Japanese island of 
Hokkaido, forcing the main airport 


to cancel nearly 80 flights since last 
Wednesday. In South Korea, not 
everyone was complaining. 

“It’s something unique in Seoul,” Kang 
Kyung-hye, a 58-year-old housewife, 
said after taking a photo of the snow- 
covered statue of 15th-century ruler 
King Sejong downtown. 

Nearby, dozens of police in neon 
uniforms used shovels and shields to 
clear away the snow and helped push 
cars stuck in snowdrifts.Q

NEW YORK - To speak of 
the latest milestone by “The 
Simpsons” seems to restate 
the obvious. 

Long before now, enduring 
life for “The Simpsons” and 
its brightly jaundiced folk was 
simply assumed. What began 
20 years ago as a fluke then 
erupted into a pop-culture 
juggernaut has continued to 
spin yams, spawn characters 
and lampoon society with no 
end in sight. 

EST on 
Fox, “The Simpsons” is airing 
its 450th episode. “Once 
Upon a Time in Springfield” 
will be followed by an 
hourlong documentary from 
Morgan Spurlock (“30 Days,” 
“Super Size Me”), fancifully 
titled “The Simpsons 20th 
Anniversary Special in 3-D on 
Ice.” 

During this season, when 
NBC’s “Law & Order” boasts 
of having tied “Gunsmoke” as 
TV’s longest-mnning prime¬ 
time drama, “The Simpsons” 
has seized the mantle as TV’s 
longest-mnning scripted 
nighttime series — period. Ay, 
caramba! 

“I think we could do it for 
another 20 years, actually,” 
Matt Groening, “Simpsons” 
uber-creator, told The 
Associated Press at a recent 
“Simpsons” tribute by Los 
Angeles’ Paley Center for 
Media. Then he dissolved into 
giggles. 


TRY,” he chortled. “We’ll do 
our BEST!” 

Here’s hoping the spectacular 
ensemble of voice talent 
keeps talking to the end. After 
20 years, Dan Castellaneta 
remains full-throated as portly, 
dimwitted dad Homer, Julie 
Kavner is tower-tressed mom 
Marge, Nancy Cartwright 
is lippy first-bom Bart and 
Yeardley Smith is oversmart 
daughter Lisa. 

Of course, these off-screen 
stars of “The Simpsons” are 
well served by visual artistry 
that, among things, keeps them 
shielded from the passage of 
time. 

The show’s writers play a huge 
role, too, with fastidiously 
crafted scripts that, by 
comparison, leave most 
sitcoms in the dust. (Granted, 
some fans may complain “The 
Simpsons” isn’t as sharply 
realized as in earlier years, but 
still.) 

“What I love about ‘The 
Simpsons’ is, it’s so 
collaborative,” Smith said. 
“The actors do a third, the 
animators do a third and the 
writers do a third. That’s how 
I see it.” 

Also part of the acting troupe 
is Hank Azaria, a go-to guy 
for numerous characters 
including police Chief 
Wiggum, Comic Book Guy 
and convenience-store owner 
Apu Nahasapeemapetilon. 
Rounding out the core cast 
is Harry Shearer, whose 


stable of roles includes Mr. 
Bums, Waylon Smithers, Ned 
Flanders, Reverend Lovejoy, 
Kent Brockman, Dr. Hibbert 
and Principal Skinner. 

Besides “The Simpsons,” 
Shearer, 66, is best-known 
from his role as bassist Derek 
Smalls in the 1984 mock 
musical documentary “This Is 
Spinal Tap,” and subsequently 
in the real-life group that film 
inspired. 

But Shearer, who began his 
career as a child actor on 
such early TV series as Jack 
Benny’s weekly show, keeps a 
multiplicity of projects under 
way. These currently include 
a new DVD, “Unwigged & 
Unplugged,” reteaming him 
musically with Tap bandmates 
Michael McKean and 
Christopher Guest. He hosts 
his own signature channel 
on the “My Damn Channel” 
comedy Web site. 

And for a quarter-century, he 
has churned out “Le Show,” 
a mostly solo act of wry 
humor, satirical sketches and 
blistering commentary, plus 
music (some performed by his 
singer-songwriter wife, Judith 
Owen). 

“Le Show” is available 
through numerous radio and 
Web outlets, and by podcast. 
It’s a weekly passion project 
that Shearer has always done 
gratis — which means he’s 
free from any vexing business 
entanglements. 

“I never have a meeting, I 
never see a memo,” he says. 
“It’s between me and my 
audience.” 

Sipping an early morning 
orange juice during a 
Manhattan stopover a couple of 
weeks ago, Shearer describes 
“Le Show” as a place for him 
to give voice to whatever’s on 
his mind. 

“I’m an insatiable news 
junkie,” he says, “so the 
reading that I do, I would do 
anyway. The show just gives 
me a way to answer back.” 
The sensibility of “Le Show,” 
and much of Shearer’s creative 
output, is conveniently echoed 
by “The Simpsons,” even 
though he plays no part in its 
writing. 

“Matt has a satirical, anti¬ 
authority streak,” says 
Shearer. “From the beginning, 
‘The Simpsons’ was taking 
the side of the family against 


all the authority figures and 
institutions that buffeted them 
in the modem world. Certainly, 
that resonated for me.” 
Shearer recalls the show’s 
first script, whose characters 
assigned to him were 
highlighted in yellow. In the 
next script, other characters’ 
dialogue would be highlighted 
for him. 

Much of the time, he didn’t see 
drawings of the new characters 
until months after he had 
created their voices, when the 
episode was finished: “Oh, 
THAT’S what he looks like!” 
How many different voices 
has Shearer done on “The 
Simpsons” in all? 

“The one real influence that 
Bob Dylan has had on my life 
is that, every time I’m asked 
that question, I give a different 
answer,” says Shearer. “So: 
hundreds,” he replies in a 
raspy Dylan-esque voice. 

As the years passed, Shearer’s 
many voices were part of the 
emerging world of Springfield, 
an oblivious community that 
seemed satisfied to settle for 
less in nearly everything: 
public education; organized 
religion; TV news and kids 
programming; government, 
law enforcement, business, 
and food and drink intake; 
and certainly environmental 
issues, such as the nuclear 
power plant that employs 
Homer Simpson, of all people, 
as a safety inspector. 

What’s the message of “The 
Simpsons”? That people, for 
all their highfalutin talk, are 
willing to settle for less if it’s 
easier or saves them a buck? 
Has “The Simpsons” taken on 
a new, unexpected relevance 
thanks to the current economic 
downturn, when standards for 
everything seem under threat? 
“You look around and the only 
person who ostentatiously 
and repeatedly proclaims his 
pursuit of excellence is Rush 
Limbaugh,” says Shearer, 
then does a perfect imitation 
of Limbaugh: “I’m presenting 
broadcast excellence.” 

“That’s got to tell you 
something,” Shearer says. 
“Everybody ELSE is just 
getting by.” 

But he, unlike most people 
taking stock of “The 
Simpsons” at this moment in 
its run, resists any grandiose 
claims for its legacy. □

Morgan Freeman 
replaces Cronkite 
on CBS voiceover

NEW YORK - Nearly six 
months after Walter Cronkite’s 
death, his voice is leaving the 
“CBS Evening News.” 

His introduction of anchor 
Katie Couric was replaced 
Monday by a voiceover 
featuring actor Morgan 
Freeman. 

The legendary CBS News 
anchor recorded the 
introduction, played at the 
beginning of most newscasts, 
when Couric started at CBS 
in 2006. Cronkite’s voice was 
kept on the air even after his 
death July 17. 

“As comforting as it is to look 
back on the great career that 
Walter had, we’re looking 
forward now and we just felt 
it was the right time to make 
the move that at some point 
had to be made,” said CBS 
News and Sports President 
Sean McManus. “This seemed 
like the appropriate time since 
Walter’s passing to make the 
move.” 

Having Freeman on board 
gives CBS the flexibility to 
record different intros when 
Couric has special reports and 
is on location, he said. 

CBS has replaced Cronkite 
with a generic voice over 
the past few months when it 
wanted to highlight something 
special. 

The change also gives the 
network more consistency, 
McManus said. □ 
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New year, old worries for U.S. stocks

NEW YORK (Reuters) - U.S. 
stocks closed out 2009 with the 
best performance in six years, 
but monthly employment 
figures in the first week of the 
new year will keep investors 
focused on what is likely to be 
2010’s reality — the economy’s 
struggle to recover. 

On the data front, the main 
event will be Friday’s report 
from the Labor Department 
on U.S. non-farm payrolls in 
December. Economists polled 
by Reuters have forecast that 
payrolls shed 20,000 jobs 
in the final month of 2009, 
compared with just 11,000 
lost in November. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management’s report on 
manufacturing, due on 
Monday, is expected to show 
the ailing sector was still slow 
to expand in December, while 
a projected drop in November 
pending home sales, due on 
Tuesday, will underscore 
the housing market’s shaky 
recovery. 

Major factors in the stock 
market’s 2009 rally have been 
ultra-low interest rates and the 
Federal Reserve’s purchases 
of securities. A repeat of 
November’s much better- 
than-expected unemployment 
report could cause investors to 
worry that the Fed will increase 
borrowing costs sooner than

previously thought. 

Thomas Wilson, managing 
director of institutional 
investments at Brinker Capital 
in Berwyn, Pennsylvania, 
said the unwinding of the 
fiscal and monetary stimulus, 
possibly in the second half of 
2010, will be a “delicate and 
deliberate process” that could 
ruffle markets. 

Expectations that interest rates 
may rise sooner than expected 
have been helping the U.S. 
dollar recently, which could 
make a sustained move higher 
— if expectations for higher 
rates increase further. 

The stock market moved 
inversely to the dollar through 
most of 2009. A continued 
bounce in the greenback in 
2010 could hurt stocks. 

“The market’s reaction to the 
generally stronger dollar is 
going to dictate a lot of the 
investment themes for the 
first half of 2010 and maybe 
the year at large,” said Bruce 
Zaro, chief technical strategist 
at Delta Global Advisors in 
Boston. 

A TURNAROUND YEAR 
Despite a 65 percent gain in 
the S&P 500 from its 12-year 
closing low in early March, 
stock investors have lost 
money this decade when total 
returns are taken into account. 
Few will be overwhelmed with 
the long-term performance of 


their portfolios. 

As 2009 ended, Wall Street 
capped its first-ever negative 
decade on a total return 
basis, even with dividends 
reinvested. 

Nevertheless, investors will 
remember 2009 as the year 
that the U.S. stock market 
made a substantial turnaround 
from its plunge in 2008 when 
fallout from the implosion of 
subprime mortgages and the 
credit crisis forced Lehman 
Brothers into bankruptcy - 
- changing the landscape of 
Wall Street forever. 

For 2009, the Dow Jones 
industrial average (.DJI) 
climbed 18.8 percent, the 
S&P 500 (.SPX) shot up 
23.5 percent and the Nasdaq 
(.IXIC) surged 43.9 percent. 
JOBS, RATES AND 
HOUSING 

Friday’s non-farm payroll 
report is expected to confirm 
that U.S. job losses continued 
to bottom out in December. 
The data is also likely to 
reinforce expectations that the 
U.S. unemployment rate will 
peak in the first half of next 
year. 

The unemployment rate is 
expected to edge up to 10.1 
percent in December after 
it unexpectedly fell to 10 
percent the month before. 

In December, the Fed stuck 
to its commitment to keep 
interest rates close to zero for 
an “extended period.” Some 
investors took November’s 
unemployment number as a 
sign that rates may need to 
rise faster. That debate could 
start again if Friday’s number 
is better than expected. 

Better economic data “will 
raise concerns about the 
possibility the Fed will tighten 
earlier than most investors 
anticipate, but given what 
we’re hearing from the Federal 
Reserve, it seems unlikely,” 
said Carmine Grigoli, chief 
U.S. investment strategist at 
Mizuho Securities in New 
York. Q

Fed: Regulation 1st defense 
against speculation

WASHINGTON - Stronger regulation is the best way to prevent 
financial speculation from getting out of hand and throwing 
the economy in a new crisis, Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke said Sunday. 

But he didn’t rule out higher interest rates to stop new speculative 
investment bubbles from forming. 

The Fed chief’s remarks were his most extensive on the subject 
since the housing market’s tumble led to the gravest financial 
crisis since World War II — and perhaps the worst in modem 
history, in his view. 

Critics blame the Fed for feeding that speculative boom in 
housing by holding interest rates too low for too long after the 
2001 recession. 

But Bernanke, in a speech to the American Economic 
Association’s annual meeting in Atlanta, defended the central 
bank’s actions. Extra-low rates were needed to get the economy 
and job creation back to full throttle after the Sept. 11 attacks 
and accounting scandals that rocked Wall Street, he said. 
Bernanke said the direct links were weak between super-low 
interest rates and the rapid rise in house prices that occurred at 
roughly the same time. The stance of interest rates during that 
period “does not appear to have been inappropriate,” he said. 
Still, the enormous economic damage from the housing bust — 
the longest and deepest recession since the 1930s and double¬ 
digit unemployment — shows how important it is to guard 
against a repeat, Bernanke said. 

“All efforts should be made to strengthen our regulatory system 
to prevent a recurrence of the crisis, and to cushion the effects if 
another crisis occurs,” he said. □ 




















































Arenas meets with authorities on gnns in locker

WASHINGTON - Washington Wizards 
star Gilbert Arenas says he took unloaded 
guns from his locker in a “misguided 
effort to play a joke” on a teammate. 
Arenas released a written statement 
Monday after meeting with law 
enforcement officials. And Arenas’ 
lawyer says the player voluntarily met 
with prosecutors and detectives and 
answered every question during a two- 
hour interview. 

In his statement, Arenas repeated his 
earlier assertion that he brought four guns 
to the Verizon Center to store in his locker 
in order to get them out of his house 
and away from his children. He said he 
mistakenly believed that recent changes 
in D.C. law made it legal for him to store 
unloaded guns there. 

Arenas said he took the unloaded guns out 
of his locker on Dec. 21 “in a misguided 
effort to play a joke on a teammate.” He 
denied threatening or assaulting anyone. 


The New York Post has reported that 
Arenas and teammate Javaris Crittenton 
drew guns on each other. 

“Joke or not, I now recognize that what 
I did was a mistake and was wrong,” 
Arenas said. “I should not have brought 
the guns to DC in the first place, and I 
now realize that there’s no such thing as 
joking around when it comes to guns — 
even if unloaded.” 

Two officials within the league who have 
been briefed on the investigation told The 
Associated Press on Saturday that the 
incident stemmed from a dispute over 
card-playing gambling debts and a heated 
discussion in the locker room. 

The other player involved is Javaris 
Crittenton. His agent, Mark Bartelstein, 
said earlier Monday that his client did 
nothing wrong. 

It was unclear whether Crittenton also 
planned to meet with authorities about the 
incident. His lawyer, Peter White, is on 


vacation and said he would not be at any 
meetings Monday or Tuesday. 

Arenas also apologized for his actions in 
the statement. 

“I am very sorry for the effect that my 
serious lapse in judgment has had on 
my team, my teammates, the National 
Basketball Association and its fans,” 
Arenas said. “I want to apologize to 
everybody for letting them down with my 
conduct, and I promise to do better in the 
future.” 

NBA commissioner David Stern likely 
will wait until the legal process is complete 
before handing down penalties, but he 
could rule on Arenas now since league 
rules were broken in that instance. 

At the NBA’s request, the firearms 
language was bolstered during collective 
bargaining in 2005. Players are subject to 
discipline if they bring guns to the arena 
or practice facility, or even an offsite 
promotional appearance.□

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Kansas still No. 1 in AP 
college basketball poll

Kansas, Texas, Kentucky and Purdue held 
the top four spots in The Associated Press’ 
college basketball poll for the fourth straight 
week. Now, they are the only unbeaten 
teams left in Division I. 

The Jayhawks (13-0) were again the 
runaway No. 1 on Monday, receiving 56 
first-place votes from the 65-member 
national media panel. 

Texas (13-0) was No. 1 on eight ballots, 
while Kentucky (15-0) had the remaining 
first-place vote. 

Duke and Villanova moved up two spots 
to fifth and sixth, while Syracuse and West 
Virginia dropped to seventh and eighth. 
Syracuse and West Virginia each lost for 
the first time last week. North Carolina 
remained No. 9 and Michigan State moved 
up one spot to round out the top 10. 

Four teams — Gonzaga, Georgia Tech, 
Pittsburgh and BYU — moved into the 
rankings from 19th to 25th. 

Kansas State advanced one spot to 11th and 
was followed by Georgetown, Connecticut, 
Mississippi, New Mexico, Tennessee, 
Wisconsin, Florida State, Gonzaga and 
Georgia Tech. The last five ranked teams 
were Temple, Texas Tech, Pittsburgh, 
Washington and BYU. 

Kansas beat Belmont 81-51 and then-No. 
18 Temple 84-52 last week to increase its 
number of wins by at least 25 points to 
nine. The Jayhawks go on the road to face 
a ranked team again this week, No. 16 
Tennessee on Sunday. 

Gonzaga (11-3) fell out of the poll last week 
after a four-week run when the Bulldogs 
got as high as No. 15. They have won 
three straight since the 76-41 loss to Duke, 
including an 85-83 overtime win at Illinois 
on Saturday. 

Georgia Tech (11-2) kept its poll routine in 
check by returning to the rankings at No. 20. 
The Yellow Jackets, who have won three 
straight since an overtime loss to Florida 


State, were ranked for two weeks, dropped 
out for two weeks, returned for two weeks, 
then were out the last two weeks. 
Pittsburgh (12-2) moved into the Top 25 
on a five-game winning streak, the last an 
82-72 victory at Syracuse on Saturday. The 
Panthers lost four starters from the team 
that was ranked all last season, reaching 
No. 1 for three weeks. 

BYU (14-1) was ranked for one week last 
season. The Cougars moved in at No. 25 
this week having won nine straight since 
losing 71-61 at Utah State. BYU has scored 
at least 80 points in nine games this season, 
including the last five straight that featured 
a 99-69 win at Arizona. 

Ohio State, Clemson, UAB and 
Northwestern dropped out of the Top 25. 
The Buckeyes (10-4) fell from 15th 
following losses last week to Wisconsin and 
Michigan. Ohio State, which was ranked 
every week since the preseason poll, was 
7-1 when leading scorer Evan Turner broke 
bones in his back when he fell dunking. He 
might not return until early February. 
Clemson (12-3) dropped out from 21st 
following Sunday night’s 74-53 loss at 
Duke. The Tigers were ranked a total of six 
weeks this season. 

UAB (12-2) moved into the poll last week 
for the first time since March 2006, and the 
visit was short. The Blazers fell from 24th 
after losing 72-63 to Virginia and beating 
Arkansas 73-72. 

Northwestern’s time in the Top 25 was as 
short as UAB’s, even if the wait was much 
longer. The Wildcats (10-3) moved into the 
poll at No. 25 last week, their first ranking 
since January 1969, but they lost to Illinois 
and Michigan State. 

There are five games involving ranked teams 
against each other this week and Wisconsin 
is in two: Wednesday at Michigan State 
and Saturday against Purdue. The others 
are Connecticut at Georgetown and Duke 
at Georgia Tech on Saturday and Kansas 
visiting Tennessee on Sunday.Q

I certainly accept 
responsibility for mistakes 
that I have made. I am hopeful 
that our fans will accept my 
commitment and pledge to 
deliver a franchise that can 
compete in the NFC East 
every season.” 

Zorn went 12-20 over two 
seasons, but he lost 18 of his 
last 24 games after a 6-2 start in 
2008. The Redskins struggled

Days after firing head coach 
Dick Jauron in November, 
Bills owner Ralph Wilson had 
said no job was safe as he was 
preparing to revamp his entire 
front office once the season 
ended. 

The overhaul already began 
last week, when national scout 
Buddy Nix was promoted 
to general manager, filling a 


early despite a weak schedule 
this season and finished 4-12, 
their worst record since 1994. 
“The status quo is not 
acceptable,” general manager 
Bruce Allen said in a separate 
statement. “I felt it was 
necessary to not waste a 
moment of time to begin 
building this team into a 
winner.” 

Former Denver Broncos coach 
Mike Shanahan is considered 
the favorite to replace Zorn. 
Zorn’s replacement will be 
Washington’s seventh coach 
since Snyder bought the team 
in 1999. 

“Bruce Allen spent many 
hours examining the football 
operations, and we are both 
determined to do whatever it 
takes to build a championship 
team,” Snyder said. “That 
process begins today.” 

Zorn’s dismissal had been 
expected for months. The front 
office stripped him of his play¬ 
calling duties in late October, 
and Snyder has interviewed 
assistant coach Jerry Gray for

Dallas won a division title, 
Baltimore and the New York 
Jets earned wild-card spots, and 
the Super Bowl champs were 
eliminated on the final day of 
the NFL season. 

Next week’s first round will 
include three rematches of 
games Sunday. The playoffs 
won’t include the defending 
champion Pittsburgh Steelers, 
who lost out tiebreakers. 

They will include the Jets, who 
beat two teams already in the 
postseason to secure the No. 
5 seed in the AFC. The Jets 
routed the AFC North champion 
Bengals 37-0 in probably the 
final game at Giants Stadium, 
one week after the Colts 
benched many starters in the 
second half and saw New York 
rally to beat them. 

So the Jets (9-7) will head to 
Cincinnati for a replay next 
Saturday to open the playoffs. 
New York’s win denied Houston 
a berth. 

“This wasn’t our goal to make 
the playoffs. Our goals are much 
higher,” Jets coach Rex Ryan 
said. “We were 4-6 and we had 
a mission with the team. It went 
from impossible to improbable,

The AFC playoff picture was 
all jumbled going into the day. 
It got sorted out very cleanly 
— the two win-and-in teams, 
Baltimore and the Jets, both 
won. 

Tony Romo and the Cowboys 
romped over Philadelphia 24-0 
to win the NFC East. And they 
will play again at Cowboys 
Stadium next Saturday night. 
Kurt Warner and the Cardinals 
will host the Packers next 
Sunday to conclude the wild¬ 
card round. Green Bay (11-5) 
beat them 33-7 Sunday. Arizona 
(10-6) will be the NFC’s fourth 
seed for the second straight 
year. 

There also will be no cold- 
weather games in the second 
round. Hosts Minnesota, New 
Orleans and Indianapolis play 
inside domes, and San Diego is 
the other site. 

For the second straight year, the 
Eagles-Cowboys showdown 
was a rout. This time, Dallas 
did the damage. 

Dallas swept Philadelphia this 
season to earn the division 
crown, dropping the Eagles to 
the sixth seed, both at 11-5. 
“They’re going to know us, 
we’re going to know them,” 
Romo said. “After winning like 
we did today, we’re probably 
going to see a completely 
different team next week 
because I don’t think they liked 
what they saw today. That’s 
why I think we’re going to see 
every blitz ever invented.” 

A year ago, the Eagles kept the 
Cowboys out of the postseason 
with a 44-6 victory in the season 
finale. That gave Philly a wild¬ 
card spot and the Eagles rode 
it to the NFC title game, where 
they led late before Arizona 
rallied to advance to the Super 
Bowl. 

“It’s kind of embarrassing,” 
tight end Brent Celek said of the 
loss. “I didn’t expect to come 
down here and play like this. 
We’re lucky we have another 
opportunity to play again. 
That’s all we can ask for.” 

Like the Jets, Baltimore began 
the season 3-0. 

“We’ve had so many ups and 


downs, we’ve had so many 
close games, and now we go 
forth 0-0,” said linebacker Ray 
Lewis, whose Ravens lost in the 
AFC title game to Pittsburgh 
last January. “That’s the type of 
message I was trying to tell my 
teammates before this game. In 
my 14 years, I’ve never had a 
pretty road to the playoffs. It’s 
always been a grind, but there’s 
no better thing than having that 
grind and getting to advance.” 
Minnesota’s 44-7 blitz of the 
New York Giants gave Brett 
Favre and the Vikings (12-4) a 
first-round bye. New Orleans 
(13-3) is the NFC’s No. 1 seed, 
but lost its final three games. 

“I think it’s proof of what 
we’re capable of doing,” said 
Favre, who completed 25 of 31 
passes for 316 yards and four 
touchdowns in less than three 
quarters without a turnover. 
“Where it takes us from here, 

I have no idea. But it was 
definitely a momentum boost 
and confidence.” 

Indianapolis, which dropped its 
last two games, is the AFC’s top 
seed at 14-2. San Diego (13-3) 
also has a bye and won its final 

II games. 

Houston has never been to the 
playoffs and its 9-7 record this 
year makes for its first winning 
season. It beat AFC East winner 
New England 34-27 Sunday. 

“I just started yelling,” Texans 
star receiver Andre Johnson 
said of the winning record. “It 
was like a sigh of relief. This 
is something that I’ve been 
working for since I’ve been 
here.” The Bengals already own 
their division and rested some 
regulars, including running 
back Cedric Benson, for the 
night matchup with the Jets, 
who totally outplayed them in 
frigid weather. 

“You’ve got to run the ball in 
this weather and play defense, 
and we do that better than 
anyone,” Ryan said. 

Out of the playoffs are the 
Steelers, who finished 9-7. 

“I’d rather we go out with 
a win than a loss,” said Ben 
Roethlisberger, who threw three 
touchdown passes in a 30-24

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Police to get help with murder investigation 

~ George advocates for community policing ~ 


PHILIPSBURG-A team is to be sent to St. Maarten 
from Curagao to assist with the investigation into the 
murder of the Chinese businessman in Dutch Quarter 
last week, as well as to help look into other crimes, 
the number of which has skyrocketed in the past 
months. 

National Alliance (NA) Parliamentarian George 
Pantophlet told The Daily Herald that he had spoken 
to Justice Minister Magaly Jacoba on Thursday about 
the latest senseless killing and the rise in crime and 
she had confirmed that a team was being assembled 
to be sent to St. Maarten as soon as possible. 

More funds have also been allocated to St. Maarten 
for the crime-combating team. Jacoba was not 
available Sunday to give details about the amount 
allocated and the composition of the team. 
Pantophlet said that crime needed to be brought under 
control, and as this was still a Central Government 
responsibility, he had taken his concern directly 
to the source that could help - the minister. “We 


need more than the equipment. Funds are needed to 
allow for proper control and tackling of crime on St. 
Maarten.” 

However, he pointed out that sending a team was only 
a temporary solution to what was beginning to seem 
like a very permanent problem. “You can transfer the 
[police] cars to St. Maarten, but I maintain that the 
funds are key to really taking over responsibilities 
from the Central Government,” he said. 

As of this month, the Central Government can start 
transferring its tasks to St. Maarten in preparation for 
country status. Pantophlet and other politicians have 
maintained that getting the responsibilities, personnel 
and equipment, but no funds, is counterproductive. 
“I say give me my funds and my surplus that is on the 
Central Government budget so we can start looking 
at permanent solutions to crime.” 

The fear of crime has begun to greatly impact 
people’s lives because some businesses, most of 
them run by small entrepreneurs, are closing early. 


This is not good because it means people work fewer 
hours, and this may affect their pay in an already 
troubled economy, the parliamentarian said. “This 
way, families, as well as the economy, will suffer.” 

A solution put forward by Pantophlet had been raised 
first in 1999 during a town hall meeting with Police 
Commissioner Ademar Doran in the Philipsburg 
Mutual Improvement Association (PMIA) Hall. The 
parliamentarian recalled that community policing 
had been suggested - a system that allows citizens 
to get more actively involved in monitoring their 
neighbourhoods for crime or other lawless activities. 
It had also been suggested that police substations 
be established in St. Peters-South Reward, Dutch 
Quarter and Middle Region, as a support to the 
community policing efforts, he added. 

“Quicker response and a constant law enforcement 
presence that would definitely be a crime deterrent 
would be created by the substations and the 
community policing groups,” Pantophlet said. □ 


Society at war 

The senseless killing of the manager of Afoo Supermarket in 
Dutch Quarter on December 30 once again sparked outcry 
throughout the community over the long tum-of-the-year 
weekend. The other Chinese-owned businesses on the island, 
some 150 in total, understandably are closing their doors partly 
in protest during the funeral. There is some discussion whether 
a suspect has been detained and police assistance from Curasao 
reportedly is forthcoming, but the incident in any case has 
affected the sense of security among the public in general and 
business owners in particular. Solving the crime in question 
quickly no doubt would help put some of the heightened concern 
to rest, but certainly not all. While people rightfully look to law 
enforcement when it comes to crime, society has a role to play 
as well. That’s why the meetings with the various community 
councils and nationality groups yesterday and tonight are a 
welcome initiative. Involving the districts in helping to actively 
combat crime at the grass-roots level could prove an important 
tool, especially regarding information on certain developments 
or activities in an area that could provide valuable assistance 
to the police, who obviously 


Inventory of tasks and funds to be approved 


PHILIPSBURG—A preliminary inventory 
of tasks and funding that have to come to 
St. Maarten as part of the dismantling of the 
Netherlands Antilles has been completed by a 
committee of Island and Central Government 
civil servants. 

This inventory has to be approved by the 
Central Government as well as agreed to by 
the Island Council before the process can move 
ahead. 

Finance and Personnel Affairs Commissioner 
Xavier Blackman said last Wednesday that 
he expects “high level discussions” on the 
inventory to start in January with the Central 
Government. 

There are still talks ongoing about the set-up 
of the dependencies of the Central Government 
departments and ministries here based on the 
agreement signed in June. 


“It’s a huge puzzle,” Blackman said of the 
process, a puzzle he hopes will become clear 
and complete as the dismantling gets into full 
swing in January. 

The law on the transfer of tasks and funds to St. 
Maarten in preparation for country status was 
passed in parliament Monday and will become 
effective on January 1. This law allows for all 
tasks, except for those that can only be given 
over as of 10-10-10, to be passed to St. Maarten 
and Curasao. 

A gradual schedule will be used for the passing 
of tasks that can be transferred as of January 1 
to St. Maarten from the Central Government. 
Additionally, the Dutch Government will 
also indicate in February how it will assist 
St. Maarten financially and with personnel, 
with the tasks it will assume from the Central 
Government. 


cannot be everywhere at the 
same time. If people really 
want a safer community, they 
have to work with authorities 
and stop “looking the other 
way” when things occur that 
they know very well cannot 
see the light of day. 
Neighbourhood watches and 
information onhowto recognise 
potential criminal behaviour in 
one’s surroundings also can 
help prevent crime, along with 
involvement of the community 
and especially youngsters in 
positive activities. 

What it boils down to is that 
everyone must realise that it’s 
not just the police, but society 
as a whole that is at war with 
these criminals, in defence of 
the safety, security, wellbeing 
and economic livelihood of 
all. □
